Dublin, July 3,1843

him and his friends at half past nine. Tbe car- 
man's cab, however, overflowed with joy, for 
he had the honor ot'jauntmg our party to Marion 
Square, and standing, distinguished above big 
lellows, lor an hour and a halt in waiting, (as 
the thousand who sorrounded him seemed to 
have found out,) for the 'Lend Bishop of Nesv 
York and his friends.' 


1 gave, in a toxmer letter, v«ry hastily written 


—some accountof the great Donnybrook Repeal 
Meeting, and would enlarge upon it ii the news- 
papers did not contain a lull report of the pro- 
ceedings. It was the peaceable uprising of an 
oppressed People. There was no iviolence, but 
there was much determination,. One oc two of 
the orators (Messis Steele and Giattan,) spoke 
vehemently and with denunciations, but their 
invective awakened no fierceness in the multi- 
tude. On the contrary, when Mr. O'Connell 
charged them to obey the laws and uphold the 
Const'tution, they fully appreciated the wisdom 
ot his exhortion. 
In the couise of his speech, 


Mr O'Connell urged industry and temperance 
upon them. Temperance men, he said,could be 
u.^eful to themselves, their families and 
country ' 
'Are there any teetotallers, 


you ?' 'Yes, loudly responded those nearest 
the stand. 'How many'' "Thousands,' was 
the reply. 'Then let us have a show of hands ' 
Aiad instantly tens and twenties of thousands of 
hands were raised ! 


It may be said with much truth and emphasis 


—that 'the School Master is abioad' in Ireland.

plished than mere physical torce. Argument 
jnd reason, rather than flints and bayonets aras 
the weapons to be wielded m the warfare Ire-" 
land is waging for her Restoration to the Family 
of nations. 
How idle, therefore, is the threat, — 


and how impotent is the power of the Ministry 
to put down 'Repeal Meetings,' by force ! 
"1 have, from my earliest youth, sympathised 
deeply, with Ireland— no one can know without 
coming here how grievously and how utterly 
down-trodden her people are. 
The iron heel of 


the lordly lew is imprinted upon the faces of 
millions. They are the victims of injustice and 
rapacity in all their forms and phases. In the 
Agricultural Districts, tenants whose lot is dis- 
tinguished by something less of privation and 
suffering than their fellows, owe their better for- 
tune to the kindlier nature of then Lords. The?* 
are, I am glad lo be able to say, Noblemen in 
Ireland, who, when a tenant cannot pay a rent 
ofsu pounds to the acie, will take five, orwhen 
the crops are bad, will not tuin families adrift to 
starve ; and what is still better— there is here 
and there a landholder who regards his tenants 
as m sort his children, and is mindful and so- 
licitous for their welfare.
